WASHINQTON.

C. F. McDonald, superintendent of the
monsy order system, has made his annnal
report to the Postmaster Genersal, showing
the operations of that service during the
last fiscal year. From the report it ap-
pears that the total number of money
orders nnd postal notes issued was 14,433 -
153, representing $132,716.317, for which
fces aggregating §1,214,508 were received.
The increased patronage of thes system
amounted to 1,203,033 remittances—over
nine per cent. The grois revenue was
$350,551, and the expensea paid from ap-
propriations was #$441,387, leaving a net
profit of £9,164. The superintendent ex-
presses a hope that the bill which passed
the House at its last session, authorizing
the issue of postal notes by small offices
where the money order systam is not in
force, will spesdily become a law.

THE EAST.

Two men who were riding on a “‘speeder”
on the West Branch railroad, near Brad-
ford, Pa., on the 25th, were run down by a
freight train and killel.

Tan and H. Duany, two wealthy Cubans,
were drowned in Rockland Lake. N, Y.,
the other day, while canoeing.

Frederick Joslin, a member of the
Eleventh Vermont regiment during the
Rebellion, and who lost his eyesight while
in the service, has just been granted $10,-
900 back pay and & pension of twalve dol-
lars per month.

Mrs, McGallagher, of York, Pa., who
has spent twelve years in the State insane
asylum has been released as sane. She
will now be tried for the murder of her
infant daughter thirteen years ago. She
confessed the murderat the time, but being
pronounced insane has never bean tried.

Mre. Cynthia Deering wns killed while
walking upon the tracks of the Lake Shore
railroad at Erie, Pa., on the 26th, The ac-
cident was of a peculiar nature. Bhe
stopped aside to avoid the engineé, but her
dress was blown against the machinery by
the wind, and she was drawn under and
crushed.

Tha rolling mill of the Old Colony works,
at Taunton, Mass., was destroyed by fire
on the 27th, cansing o loss of $150,000; par-
tially covered by insurance.

The steamship British King, which ar-
rived at Philadelphia on the 27th, brought
307 Mormon converts, It is understood that
all Mormon immigrants will be landed at
Philadelphia instead of New York, here-
after, as it is claimed that the law is con-
strued barsbly in regard to them at the
latter place.

Two farmers named Edward Vough and
James Pitney, brothers-in-law, of Ham-
burgh, N. J., quarralled on the 27th over the
affections of a woman and they agreed to
fight a dusl with corn-cutters. After slash-
ing each other for five minutes Vough fell
exhausted and Pitney, who was also badly
wounded, walked to his bome. Vough was
found and eared for by neighbors but will
probably die.

The eighty-four ton steamer George L.
Smith, which sailed from Gloucester, Mass.,
August 14, on o halibut voyage, has been
given up for lost, together with her crew
of fuurteen men.

An Egyptian papyrus forty-two feet
long, containing all the chapters of the
“Book of the Dead,” has just been re-
eeived and unrolled at the Sags Library
at New Brunswick, N.J. It was sscured
for thy library about six months ago by
the Rev. Dr. Lansing, a well-known mis-
sionary in Egypt. Experts, because of the
infrequent use of hieratic characters, pro-
nounce it to have been written nearly
three thousand years ago. Itis declared
to be a fuller and more complets copy than
the Turin Papyrus fac-similed by Lepsius.

The Glen Rock manufacturing company
at York, Pa., have made an assignment.
Liabilities §70,710; nssets §67,474.

John Delanty, who several weeks ago
married Forepaugh's $10,000 prize beauty,
committed suicide the other day by placing
his head on the rail in front of a train on
the Lehigh Valley road, near Flemington,
N.J. His body was terribly mangled by
the train. Mentsl aberration, caused by
financial troubles, led to the suicide.

An ore bank, owned by W. D. Cox, at
Dillsburg, York County, Pa., caved inon
the morning of the 28th ult, killing two
men and seriously injoring several others,

A serious accident occurred to the new
Croton aqueduct tunnel at shaft No.2 on
the 25th ult. Because the roofof the tunnal
had been insufficiently protected at that
point it caved in for a distance of about
sixty feet, completely filling up the tunnel
and involving a loss of abont §30,000.

The funeral of Mrs, Cornelia M. Stewart,

the widow of the late dry goods million-
aire, A. T. Stewart, took place on the 28th
ult. from her mansion on Fifth avenue,
New York. No ono was admitted to the
residence except the relatives and friends
of the deceased. The remains were interred
at Garden City.

The Case School of Applied Scieuce, on
Euclid Avenue, Cleveland, O., was totally
destroyed by fire on the night of the 26Gth.

It is not known
how the fire originated. The building was
completed only a vear ago, when it was
dedicated to its use with imposing cere-
monies.

The samse
night erivs asof drowning men were heard,
and the next day Schneider’sdead body was
found in the river, opposite the west end of
Madison. Bonnett and Lostetter bave not
sinee been heard from, and foul play is sus-
pectad.

The boiler in the gin house at Fletcher's
plantation near Little Roek, Ark., exploded
on the 20th, blowing the engine house to
atoms and instantly killing Frank Waters
and fatally wounding his wife. George
Chandler, his wife and four others were
seriously burned.

An incendiary fire at Pochahontas, Va.,
on the 25th ult. destroyed sixteen houses,
including two hotals and several business
housss. George Baber, of Lynchburg, per-
ished in the flames. Heavy rains saved the
town. Loss §50,000; insuarance unknown.

The American Woman’s Suffrage Asso-
ciation closed at Topeka, Kan., on the 20th
nlt. Hon. William Dudley Foulks was re-
elected president; Lucy Stone, chairman;
Julia Ward Howe, corresponding secre-
tary; vies presidents and executive com-
mittee from every State and Territory.

Mrs. Mary Wood, wife of the late ex-
Governor Wood, of Ohio, died at Alameda,
Cal., on the 25th ult, in tke eighty-ninth
vear of her age. Her remains were in-
terred in Woodland Cemstery, Cleveland.

The faculty of Earlham College, Indian-
apolis, has expelled flve students and
placed seventeen others on good behavior
for breaking the rules by attending a rep-
resentation of “Richard II1."

White frost was reported on the 20th ult,
at all points along Mississippi sound and
within ten miles of New Orleans. At Baton
Rouge the mercury fell to forty degrees
above zero. There was a killing frost at
Jackson, Miss.

Willinm and Jacob Birdsall, brothers, who
“were convicted at Monmouth, Ill., of the
murder of Samuel Claybaugh a yearago,
were sentenced on the 20th ult., the former
to fiftesn and the latter to one year in the
penitentiary.

At East Bt. Louis, 111, on the 20th ult.,
Edward Blake, a saloon keeper, shot and
instantly killed William C. Vanderough,
an engineer on the Indianapolis & Bt
Louis railrond. Vanderough was drunk

and attacked Blake, who drew his revolver

and fired at the sngineer, killing him in-
stantly.

At a meeting of the Chicsgo Coal Ex-

change on the 20th ult. the retail price of
coal was advanced twenty cents per ton
all around for the month of November.

Martin Bourke, of Youngstown, O., has
invented a boat in which he says he can go
over Niagara Falls alive., For §50,000 he
will make the trial, agreeing not to take a
cent if he fails.

Charles Doll was arrested at Cincinnati
on the 20th ult., charged with certifying to
a [alse and frandulent warrant for $3,010
while a member of the defunct Cincinnati
Board of Public Works. He gave bond for
£5,000 and was released.

Thomas Walsh, lay delegate to the Gen-
eral Episcopal Convention at Chicago,
from Californis, died in the former city on
the 20th nlt., after a brief illness.

William Howe, eighty-eight years old,
committed suicide at Steubenville, O., on
the 20th ult. by cutting his throat. Mental
depression was the supposed cause,

The Toledo, Peoria & Western railroad
was sold at Chicago a few days ago by
Master in Chancery H. W. Bishop, of the
United States Court, for $4,790,000 to John
M. Bowers, of New York, attorney for
Charles Moran and Thomas Denny, repre-
sentatives of the first mortgage bondhold-
ers' committes. The first mortgage, with
interest, amounts to §5,100,000.

FOREICN INTELLIGENCE.

The crofters at Kilmuir, Isle of Bkye, at-
tacked a party of sheriffs and police who
wereengaged in enforcing evictions and
fought them with such desperation that
the assistance of the military was neces-
sary to the restoration of order and rescue
of the constables. The military charged
the crofters with fixed bayonsts, wounding
several of them severely. BSix of the lead-
ers of the crofters were arrested.

The Northwest Council has decided to
appoint a committee of elected members
to devise & scheme for dividing the Do-
minion Territories into provinces and
securing resp onsible government at the
earliest possible moment.

General Kaulbars has informed the Bul-
garian government by mnote that Russia
will regard the proceedings of the Grand
Sobranje as null and void.

Advices from Rangoon say that officials
of Burmah state it will be impossible to
subjugate that country under four years,
and that a large army will be needed to
restore order.

The principal business blocks of Fingal,
Ont., were destroyed by firea few days
ago. The loss will reach $30,000; insurance
not known.

By the burning of a saw-mill at Friberg,
Germany, in the Black Forest, the other
day, seven persons were burned to death.

King Otto, of Bavaria, is suffering from
frequent and violent paroxysma of insan-
ity which his friends, physicians and at-
tendants believe must soon result fatally.

Dispatches from St. Petersburg state that
the Russian newspaper editors have been
instructed by the government press burean
to adopt a pacific tone in the construction
of theirarticlestreating of Russia's foreign
policy. This action has been taken in the
hopo of restoring fidence in the b }
and improving the finaucial situation,
which has become much disturbed. {

At the unveiling of a statue to the poet
Davis at Belfast, the other day, Thomas
Bexton, replying to an address on “Young
Ireland," observed that if the writings of
Davis were better understood the downfall
of factional and sectarian bittarnsss would
be accomplished. Mr. Bexton referred to
the recent riots in Belfast, and counssled
moderation and forbearance on the part of
citizens of all classes and opinions. .

Considerable excitement prevailed at
Montreal, Canada, on the 25th ult. over the
ymysterions death of Mrs. Fannie Ward, a
widow, who claimed to have been kid-
naped and poisoned by a physician.

The steamer Borderer, from Boston, col-
lided on the 28th ult. with the Minerva in
the Thames. The latter wvessel sank and
seven persons were drowned. The Borderer
sustained some damage.

The death of the Earl of Strafford oc-
curred at London on the 20th ult. He was
eighty years of age. '

The Right Rev. John William Bewick,
bishop of the Roman Catholic diocese of
Hexam and Neweastle, died in Tynemouth,
Eng., on the 2th ult., in his sixty-third

rear.

Two workingmen convicted of circulat-
ing Anarchistic pamphlets at Vienna, have
been sentenced to four years and six years
imprisonment respectively.

THE PARTY OF MORALITY.
Attitude of the Repabllicans Toward the

Champlon of the Spolls Polley in 1884

and Their Virtuons Iadignation Ower

In 1884 “tha party of moral ideas”
appealed for popular support on the
ground that it was the only party
which conld be trusted to enfores Civ-
il-Service reform. In order that no
doubt might; be 1€lt as to the attituds
on this question which Mr. Blaine oe-
cupied, he proceeded to give the coun-
try an object-lesson as to the relation
which members of the civil seryice
should hold towards party politics. He
started from his homes on a long elee-

tioneering tour, which consumed
several weeks and carried him over a
large part of the ootmtr{. He took
with him on this long tour,
as political attendant, to render him

all manner of personal service, ths

postmaster of Augusta, who was paid
a large salary by taxes raisad from the
people of both parties for discharging
the duties of that office. Ho called to
his aid the United States District At-
torney for the Eastern district of New
York, and the ooznpant of that judicial
branch of the Federal ernment
ubandoned Lis post to deliver a series of
stump speeches, in which he virulent-
ly assailed the man who was then like-
ly soon to be, and who shortly after
really was, lis official superior as head
of the Government. He commendod
the z2al of the Commissioner of Pen-
sions—a man who had been appointed
by Garfield three years before solsly on
the ground of B&atﬂun service in the
campaign of 1880—when this Commis-
sioner left a bureaun in which the work
was shamefully behindhand, and de-
voted weeks which he owed to the
public service to the management of
the Republican campaign in Ohio, then
an “‘October State."” ~

Not only did Mr. Blaine thus prosti-
tate tho civil service of the whole peo-
ple to the advantage of one political
party, but it was notorious that such
partisan abuse of official position was
the surest road to his favor shounld he
becoms President. The conluct of
Postmaster Manley, Distriot Attorney
Tenney and Pension Commissioner
Dudley in the fall of 1884 shounld have
insured their prompt dismissal, {ut
every body knew that they not only in-
curred no danger of that just penalty
in case of Mr. Blaine's election, but,
on the contrary, were taking the best
course to secure their promotion to
higher vositions. Moreover, it was
made known to sll Federal officials
that it was at the risk of losing their
places in case of Republican success
that they refused to do any an
service required of them, and it was
notorions that a black list was made of
clerks at Washinoton who failed to
display proper activity in the eam-
paign and who were to be decapitated
as soon as Mr. Blaine came in.

In the autumn of 1886 it seems al-
most incredible that in the sutamn of
1884 a great political preseated a
candidaute for the dency who made
such open proclamation of his con-
tempt for Civil-Service reform and of
his purpose to ‘‘have no nonsenss™
about his Administratiop in case of his
election. If Federal officials under s
Democratic President were to be ty
of such shameless abuse of official trust
now, the Administration counld not
stand up for a day under the volume
of just criticism which the miscondunt
would provoke. Yet two years ago no
Republican organ raised even a faing
protest against Mr. Blaine’s conduct

That even the mildest abuse of pow-
er by a Federal official is now ted
with public censure constitutes the
surest proof that reform ideas have
made wonderful progress. But the
Republican newspapers which kept si-
lence under the performances of their
own party and their own candidate two
years ago show a rare quality of im-
pudence in their eriticisms upon Dam-
ocratio officials under Mr. Cleveland
for less flagrant offenses now. The
people have & keen scent for hypocrisy,
and they rale at its proper value the
present virtnous attitude on the ques-
tion of interference in politics by Fed-
eral officials of Republican organs
which sustained the champion of the
spoils policy in 1884 and are now clam-
oring for his renomination as the best
el!’cp}(_),naut ol their party in 1888.—N.
